The truce was only a period In 
which public statem ents on politi­ 
cal questions w’ere ruled out. It 
was an effort by the leaders of 
both parties to keep provocative 
utterances from leading th e coun­ 
try into a partisan and political 
decision on the neutrality legisla­ 
tion.

A i such, It was generally con­ 
sidered to have been 
a 
success. 
And as one by-product, som ething 
may have been 
gained 
for 
the 
Democratic party by the fact th a t 
for six weeks or so there vras no 
nam e-calling, no slapping a t the 
president by anti-new deal Dem­ 
ocrats, and 
no 
slapping 
back 
from the W hite House. 


F o r th a t length 
of 
tim e, 
a t 
least. It brought a 
lapse 
in 
a 
trend of events which prom ised to 
tu rn next June's convention Into 
such a savage melee as the Dem­ 
ocrats have never known. I t was, 
it will be recalled, only a short 
tim e before the w ar abroad began 
th a t Mr. Roosevelt infuriated his 
foes w ithin the party by his an­ 
nouncem ent th a t no conservative 
p arty nom inee could expect his 
support.

Of War Is 
100 Million

W ashington, Nov. 14 (;p)— E ur­ 
ope’s war is costing the belliger­ 
ents possibly 100 m illion— a tenth 
of a billion— dollars a day In cur­ 
ren t cash outlay alone. A ddition­ 
al costs In 
losses 
of 
property, 
arm s 
and 
commercial 
revenue 
cannot be computed now. 


The 100 million is n either an 
official nor exact 
figure. 
It 
Is 
merely an estim ate m ade from the 
best inform ation available here- 
and the best is none too good. 


The estim ate m ay be fa r too 
high. On the other hand, w ar costs 
*may rise even 
further, 
If 
and 
when 
wholesale 
destruction of 
men. guns, fortifications and ships 
begins. 


However, 
data 
from 
several 
sources Indicates th a t Germany, 
heading the li.««t, may have spent 
$12,000,000,000 for w ar by the 
end of her fiscal year next M arch; 
G reat B ritain, her dom inions and 
colonies, at least 15,262,000,000; 
and France, using a calendar year 
fiscal period, at least $2,194,758,- 
000 by the end of 1939. 


The 100 
m illion-dollar 
figure 
was computed like this: By the 
end of March, G erm any and the 
British Em pire 
supposedly 
will 
have spent $17,262,000,000 for a 
w ar th at began 211 days earlier 
on Sept. 2, or $81,800,000 a day. 
By the end of December, 120 days 
after 
the 
start 
of 
hostilities, 
France will have spent $2,194,- 
758,081 or $18,200,000 
a 
day. 
The total is $100,000,000 a day. 


That figure docs not take into 
account the billions 
th a t 
were 
spent in years prior to the Ger­ 
m an-British fiscal period of 1939- 
40 and the French year of 1939 
for arm s and am m unition now be­ 
ing expended 
on 
the 
W estern 
front.

ORE IN SWEDEN 
ATTRACTS NAZIS 


Trade Talks Are Held Up 
By Plan to Put Mines 
Up to 3-Mile Limit 


Stockholm, Sweden. Nov. 14 (¡P) 
— Swedish-German trade negotia­ 
tions were adjourned 
today and 
tho chief of the German mission 
returned to Berlin. 


Swedish foreign office officials 
said tho negotiations would be re­ 
sum ed after “ investigations” by 
both parties, but no date was set. 


Reliable inform ants 
said 
im­ 
portant points Involyjed were the 
am ount of ore to be exported to 
Germany, and th e German desire 
to establish mine fields up to thr| 
three-m ile lim it of Swedish waters 
opposite tho Danish coast. 


Sweden opposes tho latter plan 
becauso It would bar large steam ­ 
ers from Stockholm 
an«l 
other 
ports in the Gulf of Bothnia, and 
especially would block tho trans­ 
port of wood pulp westward ex­ 
cept by more expensive rail routes 
to western ports. 


Unionists On AFL 
Roster To Demand 
Work At Ctirysler 


D etroit, Nov. 14 
— The AFL 
division of tho United Automobile 
W orkers, declaring itself to be 
unconnected with the contract dis­ 
pute between Chrysler corporation 
and the UAW-CIO, instructed its 
members today to 
assemble 
at 
gates of Chrysler’s Plym outh plant 
at 7 a. m. tomorrow “and demand 
that they be perm itted to w ork.” 
Homer Martin, UAW-AFIi pres­ 
ident. said this action would show 
that the AFL unionists and work 
rrs not affiliated w ith any union 
“ havo 
been 
put 
out 
of 
work 
through no fault of their own and 
are therefore entitled to their un­ 
employment compensation.” 


T h o Michigan 
unemployment 
compensation 
commission 
rtiled 
last week that tho 
more 
than 
58.000 
Chrysler 
employes 
now 
idlo as the corporation and union 
officers try to negotiate a now 
contract are not eligible for un­ 
employment benefits. 


AVolfure Aid Available 
Several hundred Plym outh em­ 
ployes appeared at tho plant to­ 
day, 
and 
Peter McGavln, AFL 
local union leader, said members 
of his group worked for an hour. 
A corporation spokesman said no 
employes had been called back to 
work 
and 
said “ the Plymouth 
plant cannot operate until it ob­ 
tains m aterials from tho Dodge 
plant.” which rem ains closed.

Adolf H itler politely but firm ly 
turned his back on peace m edia­ 
tion efforts by little Netherlands 
and Belgium 
yesterday. 
Simul­ 
taneously thero was a revival of 
the bitter sea warfare between 
Britain and Germany. 


The fuehrer’s foreign m inister, 
Joachim Von Ribbentrop, 
made 
known 
H itler’s 
decision to say 
“No” in a polite manner to Queen 
W ilhelmina of The Netherlands, 
and King Leopold of the Belgians, 
who extended their good offices 
for peace on Nov. 7. 


Outlook Hopeless 
H itler was described as consid­ 
ering the possibility of peace non­ 
existent a t the present time since 
Britain and France failed to 
ac­ 
cept the m ediation offer. The al­ 
lies previously had answered th a t 
any move for peace was up to Ger­ 
many. 


The B ritish adm iralty, 
which 
Monday night reported two Ger­ 
man m erchantm en had been scut­ 
tled by th eir own crews on being 
intercepted by British warships, 
disclosed last night that a German 
mine had sunk an unnamed de­ 
stroyer— the fifth British w ar ves­ 
sel lost since the start of the w ar. 
One crew member of the destroy­ 
er was killed, six were m lssi’^'r 
and 15 injured. 


Norway liOses Tanker 
The B ritish also reported the 
sinking of three British m erchant 
vessels and a Norwegian tanker, 
bring to 122 the num ber of ships 
sunk since the w ar began and the 
num ber of sailor dead to a t least 
1,875. 
• At 
least 28 persons were re ­ 
ported dead or missing in yester* 
day’s ship losses. 


The three British m erchant ves« 
sels sent to the bottom were th« 
8,003-ton 
M atra, 
the 
275-ton 
traw ler Cresswell and an unidenti­ 
fied craft. The M atra was believed 
to have struck a mine while the 
Cresswell's survivors latd she was 
torpedoed. 


The adm iralty’s announcem ent 
did not nam e the Norwegian tank­ 
er 
but from Oslo came n report 
that the tanker Kjoede was tor* 
pedoed Sunday near* British wa­ 
ters and 17 men, 
including 
her 
captain, w ere lost. A British traw ­ 
ler rescued 23 others. The tank­ 
er was said to have been carrying 
American oil to England. 


Redit ThronfC Lithuania 
In eastern Europe, Soviet Rus­ 
sia sent the vanguard of 20,000 
troops into Lithuania while 
the 
Finnish 
delegation 
Journeyed 
homeward from Moscow after fu­ 
tile talks w ith the Soviets. 


The 
Red soldiers moved into 
little 
L ithuania 
In 
accordance 
with a treaty giving the Russians 
the right to establish arm y garri­ 
sons in the Baltic country. One of 
tho posts occupied was between 
Kaunas, Lithuanian capital, 
and 
the German border. 


In H elsinki, civilians who had 
been removed as a precautionary 
m easure during the Russian talks 
were urged to remain away since 
“ the causes which inspired the re­ 
moval rem ain unchanged.”

Democratic party by the fact th at 
for six weeks or so there was no 
name-calling, no slapping at the 
president by anti-new deal Dem­ 
ocrats, and 
no 
slapping 
back 
from the W hite House. 
For that length

tu rn next Ju n e ’s convention Into 
such a savage melee as the Dem­ 
ocrats have never known.

Daily Cost 
Of War Is 
IOO Million 


RY E. C. DANIEL 
Washington, Nov. 14 (>P)— E ur­ 
ope's war is costing the belliger­ 
ents possibly IOO million— a tenth 
of a billion— dollars a day in cur­ 
rent cash outlay alone. Addition­ 
al costs in 
losses 
of 
property, 
arms 
and 
commercial 
revenue 
cannot be computed now. 
The IOO million is neither an 
official nor exact 
figure. 
It 
is 
merely an estimate made from the 
best information available here— 
and the best is none too good. 
The estimate may be far too 
high. On the other hand, war costs 
may rise even 
further, 
if 
and 
when 
wholesale 
destruction of 
men, guns, fortifications and ships 
begins. 
However, 
data 
from 
several 
sources indicates that Germany, 
heading the list, may have spent 
$12,000,000,000 for war by the 
end of her fiscal year next March; 
Great Britain, her dominions and 
colonies, at least $5,262,000,000; 
and France, using a calendar year 
fiscal period, at least $2,194,758,- 
000 by the end of 1939. 
The IOO 
million-dollar 
figure 
was computed like this: By the 
end of March, Germany gnd the 
British Em pire 
supposedly 
will 
have spent $17,262,000,000 for a 
w ar that began 211 days earlier 
on Sept. 2, or $81,800,000 a day. 
By the end of December, 120 days 
after 
the 
start 
of 
hostilities, 
France will have spent $2,194,- 
758,081 or 
$18,200,000 
a 
day. 
The total is $100,000,000 a day. 
T hat figure does not take Into 
account the billions 
that 
were 
spent in years prior to the Ger- 
man-Britisb fiscal period of 1939- 
40 and the French year of 1939 
for arms and ammunition now be­ 
ing expended 
on 
the 
Western 
front.

The maritime commission said 
facilities for training 8,360 sea­ 
men a year are being made avail­ 
able to officers and crews of ships 
tied up by the 
neutrality 
act. 
While in training, officers will re­ 
ceive $125 and 
seamen

month plus food, clothing, quar­ 
ters, medical care and transporta­ 
tion. 
President 
Roosevelt 
told his 
press conference that transfer of 
United States Lines vessels to the

Outlook Hopeless 
Hitler was described as consid­ 
ering the possibility of peace non­ 
existent at the present time since 
Britain and France failed to

cept the mediation offer. The al­ 
lies previously had answered that 
any move for peace was up to Ger­ 
many. 
The British admiralty, 
which 
Monday night reported two Ger­ 
man merchantmen had been scut­ 
tled by their own crews on being 
intercepted by British warships, 
disclosed last night th at a German 
mine had sunk an unnamed de­ 
stroyer— the fifth British war ves­ 
sel lost since the sta rt of the war.

Reds Throng Lithuania

and it never smoked. 


Other buildings were construct­ 
ed for various purposes, and the 
entire island has been landscaped

whole of the land being stone- 
terraced toward the shore. 
But 
none of It has the appearance of 
being handmade, for rough stones 
were used in such a manner that 
tho whole presents 
a 
scene 
ot 
rugged natural beauty. 
Thordar­ 
son has added to that beauty by 
planting hundreds of flowers that 
are native to Iceland. 


Same Scheino Inside 


Inside the building, the same 
Iceland scheme has been carried 
out, with much of the furnishings 
being handcarved Nordic, furni­ 
ture, besides the valuable Nordic 
tapestries that hang in the large 
hall and living room. 


Thordarson was recently pre­ 
sented with the Cross of Icelandic 
Falcon Order, by King Christian 
of Denmark. 
The cross was given 
him for outstanding achievement 
of the world. 
In his case it was 
for having perfected tho trans­ 
former, and benefltting science by 
collecting 16th and 17th century 
books and manuscripts on scien­ 
tific subjects. 


His home on Rock Island, built 
as a summer residence. Is being 
used more and more by the owner, 
as ho spends a large share of his 
time there now, and intends to 
spend even more time there in the 
future, at what is In reality a lit­ 
tle chunk of far northern Iceland.

Thordarson Builds Miniature 
Iceland Out of Rock Island 


Baileys Harbor, Wis.— Almost 
daily news items mention the lit­ 
tle Island country, Iceland, as a 
refueling station for ships of war, 
or a route taken 
by 
vessels 
to 
escape this or that country’s sub­ 
marines, but fewr people realize 
that here in Wisconsin there is a 
small transplanted Iceland. 
Rock 
Island, off the tip 
of the Door 
county peninsula, has been turned 
into 
a 
reproduction, in a small 
way, of the homeland of the own­ 
er, C. D. Thordarson, Chicago in­ 
dustrialist. 
It 
seems 
fitting 
that 
Rock 
Island should be chosen for this 
purpose, for 
it 
was 
on nearby 
W ashington Island th a t the first 
colony of people from that far 
northern island settled in Ameri­ 
ca. 
It was in 1872 th at a group 
of 15 Icelanders left Eyrarbakki, 
Iceland, to come to America. 
A 
site had been picked for them by 
a friend, and among that group 
were such names as Gudmunds- 
»son, Einarsson, Gislason and Han- 
nesson, names that are common 
on Washington Island today, for 
there are nearly 300 descendants 
of the original group living there 
now.

hood, his talents took an Inven­ 
tive turn, and in 189 5 he founded 
his own electrical company in Chi­ 
cago to m anufacture his own in­ 
ventions. 
With the years came 
prosperity. 
It was then that he 
cast around for a spot to build a 
sum m er home, but not Just a cot­ 
tage to spend the hot months in. 
He wanted a place th a t he could 
tu rn into something resembling 
his native Iceland. 
He purchased 
Rock Island. 
At the time the only person liv­ 
ing on the island was the light­ 
house keeper, 
it 
having passed 
from its former glory as a thriv­ 
ing community, the first in what 
is now Door county. 
F or as far 
back as 1835 a group of hardy 
pioneers established homes there 
to take advantage of th e excellent 
fishing around the island. 
The 
Island 
fitted 
into 
what 
Thordarson had in mind, for even 
though it had no safe harbor (that 
being the biggest reason for its 
decline as a com m unity), it did 
have the towering limestone bluffs 
on th e west and north, sloping 
gently to a beach on the south 
and east, resembling Iceland on a 
small scale. 
And it was not too 
big for his purpose, being only 
about a mile square. 
Built Huge Boathouse 
The fact that there was no h ar­ 
bor 
was 
easily 
remedied, 
for 
Thordarson 
had 
constructed 
a 
boathouse thrft 
would 
care 
for 
two 70-foot boats at once. 
The 
boathouse was not Just an anchor­ 
age, but 
an 
enclosed 
building 
w here the boats can go right into 
the house. 
This is believed to be 
th e 
largest 
boathouse 
on 
the 
G reat 
Lakes. 
The 
foundations 
were laid in a stone ledge, in 12 
feet of water. 
The ceiling of the 
house is 20 feet high, allowing 
ample clearage for most boats. 
W hile the boathouse was being 
constructed, a home in the true 
Nordic style was also being built, 
with the living room one of the 
most unusual in America. 
At one 
end 
of 
this 
spacious room was 
built w hat is claimed to be the 
w orld’s 
largest 
fireplace. 
Of 
heavy steel structure, faced with 
stone, it burns 
logs 
eight 
feet 


long, and is seven feet high. 
The 
fireplace and chimney serve all 
purposes, IO in all at the home, 
and it never smoked. 
Other buildings were construct­ 
ed for various purposes, and the 
entire island has been landscaped 
to 
resemble 
Iceland, 
with 
the 
whole of the land being stone- 
terraced toward the shore. 
But 
none of it has the appearance of 
being handmade, for rough stones 
were used in such a m anner that 
the whole presents 
a 
scene 
of 
rugged natural beauty. 
Thordar- 
son has added to that beauty by 
planting hundreds of flowers that 
are native to Iceland. 
Same Scheme Inside 
Inside the building, the same 
Iceland scheme has been carried 
out, with much of the furnishings 
being handcarved Nordic, furni­ 
ture, besides the valuable Nordic 
tapestries that hang in the large 
hall and living room. 
Thordarson was recently pre­ 
sented with the Cross of Icelandic 
Falcon Order, by King Christian 
of Denmark. 
The cross was given 
him for outstanding achievement 
of the world. 
In his case it was 
for having perfected the trans­ 
former, and benefitting science by 
collecting 16th and 17th century 
books and manuscripts on scien­ 
tific subjects. 
His home on Rock Island, built 
as a summer residence, is being 
used more and more by the owrner, 
as he spends a large share of his 
time there now, and intends to 
spend even more time there in the 
future, at what is in reality a lit­ 
tle chunk of far northern Iceland.

Washington, D, C.— One of the 
many 
curious things about war Is that even neu­ 
tral nations must help 
pay 
tho 
price. 
There is a feeling that participation 
in 
war is costly to a nation, but that a neu­ 
tral country has nothing to lose and noth­ 
ing to gain. .Such is not the case. 


The United States, now having estab­ 
lished a policy of neutrality, is surveying 
the price it must pay for its position. The 
morchnnt marine, sponsored 
by 
Federal 
and private funds, seems destined lo make 
the first payment for this 
country’s 
ef­ 
forts to keep out, of the European conflict. 
Ships involved, invested capital in them, 
personnel engaged in their operation, and 
world trade will be vitally affected. The 
effect of tho enacted legislation on 
tho 
merchant marine was the basis of heated 
debate during tho neutrality bill’s consid­ 
eration. 


The policy of the United States In deal­ 
ing with its merchant marine 
has 
been 
positive and constructive since 1916. This 
policy is designed to furnish shipping ser­ 
vices adequate for maintaining the neces­ 
sary 
flow of American water-borne for­ 
eign commerce and capable of serving r b 
a naval and military auxiliary In periods 
of national emergency. It provides, furth­ 
er, that the American 
Merchant 
Marine 
should bo owned and operated under this 
country’s flag and by its citizens. The Gov­ 
ernment luis encouraged private 
invest­ 
ment in shipping, and has subsidized it so 
that American labor, industry, and com­ 
mercial interests would benefit from 
Its 
uninterrupted services In world markets. 
American citiz<*ns are trained to bo its of­ 
ficers and seamen.

The Washington 
Merry^Go'Round

W ashington— Roosevelt Cabinet 
meet« 
Ings usually are not very stimulating 
af­ 
fairs. Madame Perkins frequently goes in* 
to detail regarding a 
relatively 
obscure 
strike. More recently John Carmody 
haa 
given loquacious reports on the 
Federal 
W orks Administration. During these, the 
Cabinet looks bored, and waits for private 
talks with the President when the real de­ 
cisions are made. 


But last week’s Cabinet session over the 
transfer of ships to Panam a registry was 
just the opposite. It was one ot the most 
im portant meetings held recently. 


Roosevelt talked for one hour about the 
maritime problem created by the Neutral­ 
ity Act and gave various reasons for per­ 
mitting the United States Lines to trans­ 
fer eight ot its old merchant vessels to the 
Panam a flag. 


But when he finished, every member ot 
the Cabinet was against 
him. 
Attorney 
General Murphy was vigorously opposed. 
So also were Harold Ickes and Jim 
F ar­ 
ley. But the man who talked the longest 
against ih e transfer was Cordell Hull. He 
was consistently and emphatically of tho 
opinion th a t th^ ship transfer would be a 
Tiolatlon of the spirit of the Neutrality 
Act. 


Confronted with this 
unanimous 
op­ 
position, the President bowed to the judg­ 
ment of his Cabinet. The 
ship 
transfer 
plan was put on the shelf. 


— HULL’S VICTORY— 


Cabinet members w'ho 
participated 
in 
the debate considered the decision an im- 
.portant victory for Secretary ot State Hull. 


For in the hot, behind-the-scenes battle 
over ships, Roosevelt was 
torn 
between 
two pow’crful groups. On one side was Ihe 
high-pressure urging ot Admiral 
Emory 
Land, chairm an of the Maritime Commis­ 
sion (and Lindbergh's cousin), w’ho was 
backed by a potent shipping lobby. 
Alsu 
im portant was the President’s own person­ 
al sympathy for any move to keep Ameri­ 
can ships afloat. 


On tho other side was Hull, the entire 
Cabinet and also most of the congressional 
leaders. Ju st before 
the 
Cabinet 
met. 
Speaker Bankhead lunched with Roosevelt 
and told him that regardless ot the legal­ 
ity of tho ship transfer, the country 
was 
sure to consider Ihe plan a violation 
of 
the Neutrality Act— a t least In spirit. 


Note— The Maritime 
Commission, 
al­ 
though bowing to the Cabinet, still m ain­ 
tains th at the ship transfer 
Is 
perfectly 
legal and may trot out the plan again. 


— AMBASSADOK STELNHARDT— 


U. S. Ambassador I^urence Stelnhart is 
getting a big hand, even from some of tho 
career boys who don’t like him, for tho 
forthright job he is doing a t Moscow. 


Steinhardt has one quality so necessary 
in Russla— ho won’t take No for an an­ 
swer. He Is indefatigable, talks back 
to 
Molotoft and Potemkin, and doesn't 
be­ 
lieve In tho Oriental policy of delay. 


Kg Is shadowed almost everywhere ho 
goes in Moscow, and any Russian who be­ 
comes Intimate with him Is also shadowed. 
This constant surveillance ot his Ambassa­ 
dor has considerably irritated 
Roosevelt 
and has contributed In part to the strained 
relations with Russia. 


However, tho State Department, 
none 
too enthusiastic over Steinhardt at first, is 
anxious to keep him on the job. 


Note— Steinhardt is the nephew ot Sam 
Untermeyer, famous New York 
attorney 
and supporter of the President. 
Both 
ho 
and Stelnhart were heavy contributors 
to 
tho Roosevelt campaign. 


— NO LABOR PEACE— 


Inside reason w'hy there was no White

curious things a bout war Is th at even n e u ­ 
tral nations m ust help 
pay 
the 
price. 
There is a feeling th a t participation 
in 
w ar is costly to a nation, but th a t a n eu ­ 
tral country has noth in g to lose and no th ­ 
ing to gain. Such is not the case. 
The United States, now having estab­ 
lished a policy of neutrality, is surveying 
the price it m ust pay for its position. The 
m erchant marine, sponsored 
by 
Federal 
ami private funds, seems destined to m ake 
the first paym ent for this 
country’s 
ef­ 
forts to keep out of the European conflict. 
Ships involved, invested capital in them, 
personnel engaged in their operation, and 
world trade will he vitally affected. The 
effect of the enacted legislation on 
the 
m erch an t marine was the basis of heated 
debate during the neutrality bill’s consid­ 
eration. 
The policy of the United Stales in deal­ 
ing with its m e rch an t marine 
has 
been 
positive and constructive since 1916. This 
policy is designed to furnish shipping ser­ 
vices adequate for m aintaining the neces­ 
sary 
flow of American water-borne for­ 
eign commerce and capable of serving aB 
a naval and military auxiliary in periods 
of national emergency. It provides, f u r t h ­ 
er, that the American 
Merchant 
Marine 
should he owned and operated under this 
c o u n try ’s flag and by its citizens. The Gov­ 
e rn m e n t has encouraged private 
invest­ 
ment in shipping, and has subsidized it bo 
tha t American labor, industry, and com­ 
mercial interests would benefit from 
its 
uninterrupted services in world markets. 
American citizens are trained to be its of­ 
ficers and seamen. 
United Stales documented 
vessels 
of 
ocean-going size engaged in transportation 
of passenger and dry cargo In the foreign 
trade of this c o u n t ry — excluding the Great 
Lakes and 365 American tankers engaged 
in hauling liquids— num ber 326. 
Forty- 
four of these vessels are owned 
by 
the 
Government, tho 
Remainder 
by 
private 
American operators. Of this foreign trade 
fleet, less than half are operating under 
subsidy contracts. 
During the past two years the 
United 
States Maritime Commission has ordered 
for itself more than 1,000,000 tons. T w en ­ 
ty-1 wo of these ships already have 
been 
launched, and those upon 
which 
trials 
have been m ade have proved to he 
the 
most efficient of their types in the world. 
The G overnment and shipowners are in­ 
vesting about $300,000,000 iii 
the 
new 
vessels. The new ships constitute 
only 
part perform ance of an orderly long-range 
replacement p ro g ram involving a total of 
500 now vessels to he constructed over 
a 
period of ten years at a total cost of $1,- 
250,000,000. The program is now an u n ­ 
certainty. 
The enormous losses and expenditures 
occasioned by the Nation's lack of ships 
durin g the World W a r convinced th e peo­ 
ple of the United States that an A m erican 
m erchant marine is a necessity. 
At th e 
end of tho World W a r a great n u m b e r of 
ships were constructed or under con s tru c­ 
tion for the Government. It was decided 
to operate these ships for G overnm ent ac­ 
count in the development of tra d e routes 
found essential to the flow of this co u n ­ 
try 'n commerce until such time 
as 
the 
lines serving such routes could he 
sold 
to private operators, the G overnm ent ab­ 
sorbing tho losses during that period. Aft­ 
er the sale of m any of the lines, g o vern­ 
mental aid in their operation w'as found 
necessary. This assistance was first re n ­ 
dered in the form of ocean mail contracts, 
and later as differential subsidies.

W ash in g to n — Roosevelt Cabinet 
meet* 
ings usually a r e n o t very stim ulating 
af­ 
fairs. M adame P erkins frequently goes in­ 
to detail regarding a 
relatively 
obscure 
strike. More recently J o h n Carm ody 
h as 
given loquacious reports on th e 
Federal 
W orks Adm inistration. During these, th e 
Cabinet looks bored, and waits for priv ate 
talks with the Presid ent when the real de­ 
cisions are made. 
But last w ee k’s Cabinet session over the 
transfer of ships to P a n a m a registry was 
ju s t th e opposite. It was one of the most 
im p o rtan t meetings held recently. 
Roosevelt talked for one h o u r about th e 
m aritim e problem created by the Neutral­ 
ity Act and gave various reasons for p er­ 
m itting th e United States Lines to tr a n s ­ 
fer eight of its old m e rch an t vessels to the 
P a n a m a flag. 
Bu t when he finished, every member of 
the Cabinet was against 
him. 
Attorney 
General M urphy W’as vigorously opposed. 
So also were H arold Ickes and J im 
F a r ­ 
ley. B u t th e m a n who talk ed the longest 
against t h e tran sfe r was Cordell Hull. He 
was consistently an d emphatically of the 
opinion t h a t t h f ship tran sfer would be a 
violation of th e spirit of t h e N eutrality 
Act. 
Confronted with this 
unanim ous 
op­ 
position, th e President bowed to the ju d g ­ 
m e n t of his Cabinet. The 
ship 
transfer 
plan was p u t on the shelf. 
— H U L L ’S VICTORY— 
Cabinet m em bers who 
participated 
in 
th e debate considered the decision an im ­ 
p o r ta n t victory for Secretary of State Hull. 
F o r in the hot, behind-the-scenes battle 
over ships, Roosevelt was 
torn 
between 
tw o powerful groups. On one side w’as the 
higb-pressure urging of Admiral 
E m o ry 
Land, ch a irm an of th e Maritime Commis­ 
sion (and L in d b e rg h ’s cousin), who was 
backed by a potent shipping lobby. 
Also 
Im portant was the P re sid en t’s own person­ 
al sym pathy for any move to keep Ameri­ 
can ships afloat. 
On the o th e r side was Hull, th e entire 
Cabinet and also most of the congressional 
leaders. J u s t before 
th e 
Cabinet 
met, 
Speaker B a n k h e a d lunched w ith Roosevelt 
and told him t h a t regardless of th e legal­ 
ity of the ship transfer, the country 
was 
sure to consider the plan a violation 
of 
the N eutrality Act— a t least In spirit. 
Note— The Maritime 
Commission, 
al­ 
though bowing to the Cabinet, still m a in ­ 
tains th a t th e ship tran sfer 
is 
perfectly 
legal and m a y tro t o u t th e plan again. 
— AMBASSADOR STEIN HA R DT— 
U. S. A m bassador Laurence S telnhart is 
getting a big hand, even from some of th e 
career boys w ho d o n ’t like him, for th e 
forthright job he is doing a t Moscow. 
Stein h ard t has one quality so necessary 
in Russia— he w o n ’t ta k e No for an a n ­ 
swer. He is indefatigable, talks back 
to 
Molotoff and Potemkin, and doesn’t 
be­ 
lieve in th e Oriental policy of delay. 
Hg is shadowed alm ost everywhere he 
goes in Moscow, and any Russian who be­ 
comes intim ate with him is also shadowed. 
This constant surveillance of his Am bassa­ 
do r has considerably irritated 
Roosevelt 
and has contributed in p art to the strained 
relations with Russia. 
However, the State Departm ent, 
none 
too enthusiastic over Steinhardt a t first, is 
anxious to keep him on th e job. 
Note— Stein h a rd t is th e nephew of Sam 
Untermeyer, fam ous New Y ork 
attorney 
an d supporter of the President. 
Both 
he 
and S teinhart w ere heavy co ntributo rs 
to 
the Roosevelt campaign.

Inside reason why there was no W hite

Lewis conferences with th e P resident was

H ow­ 
ever. he stands firm ly with Lewis again st 
anythin g less th a n A F L acceptance of the 
full CIO membership.

SHIPS 


That the new 
neutrality act 
would Inilict grave losses upon 
the American merchant marine 
was well known to the Congress­ 
men who passed 
It. 
On 
Oct. 12 
Senator 
Bailey 
c a u s e d to be 
written Into The 
C o n g r e ssional 
Record a detail­ 
ed report of the 
Civil Aeronautica 
Authority 
a n d 
the M a r i t i m e 
CoinniisBion, re­ 
vealing in detail 
the 
extent 
to 
which American 
shipping 
would 
be affected. 


The Congress 
ItBclf 
held 
no 


hearings by ship owners before 
passing the act, but the Maritime 
Commission did, and the findings 
of the commission wore at the dis­ 
posal of Congres.s, 


Had the Congress desired to 
prevent the transfer of registry of 
American ships to other flags, It 
could have prohibited such trans­ 
fer in the neutrality act itself, for 
Huch tran.sfer was certainly con­ 
sidered as one way of avoiding the 
worst economic re.sults of the leg­ 
islation. 


Out* cannot prt'siiine that Con- 
liroB.s did not know what It was 
doing 
One 
must 
presume, I 
should think, that in falling to 
prohibit transfer, in the law It- 
Hc'lf, 
Congress 
was 
consciously 
leaving a way open whereby our 
rhips could be kept on the seas 
without exposing 
the American 
i’lag or risking American lives. 


Tlie fact that wo have a mer­ 
chant marine at all is tho first 
witness to the serious effects of 
the act, for it was the enormous 
losses and expenditures occasion­ 
ed by our lack of ships during the 
World War and during the time 
we were neutral that convinced 
the Americati people 
I hat a mer­ 
chant marine was a necessity. 


Tlie itick of merchant ships then 
caused enormous losses to Ameri- 
»!an business. 
Creat Tlritain com­ 
mandeered l.t'iOO of her merchant­ 
men for war purposes, and Ger­ 
man ships, then, as now, were 
withdrawn from service, leaving 
tho United States with inadequato 
means for shipping our products 
to foreign markets and getting es- 
Hcntial imports from those mar­ 
kets. 


Left almost entirely to our own 
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resourcei, our products piled up 
ill warehouses and elevators, in 
freight cars and" upon docks, with 
insufficient 
ships 
to 
transport 
them. 


The effect upon prices was se­ 
vere. 
The cost of transporting 
cotton from the Gulf ports of the 
United States to Liverpool rose 
from $2.50 to $50 a bale. 
It is 
estimated that it cost this country 
$750,000,000 more to produce the 
cotton crop in 1914 than was re­ 
ceived for it, largely due to the 
increased cost of shipping. 
We 
were dependent on foreign ships; 
they were all being used to ca­ 
pacity; and they were able to set 
their own prices for transporta­ 
tion. 


This, therefore, was the experi­ 
ence that furnished the reason for 
our building up a merchant ma­ 
rine by every encouragement, in­ 
cluding subsidy. 
Private industry 
and 
government 
subsidies have 
spent hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars on ships, trade routes and 
good will, the latter depending 
upon dependability, frequency and 
regularity of service. 


The legislation 
which, unless 
the ships are allowed to change 
their registry, will put some 130 
vessels immediately out of opera­ 
tion puts us precisely where we 
were at tho beginning of the last 
war— at 
the 
mercy of foreign 
shippers. Only this time W’e are 
there by an act of Congress, after 
we have spent hundreds of mil­ 
lions to avoid Just this situation.* 


As a matter of fact, we are in 
a worse 
position, 
because the 
ships, being built, must be main­ 
tained, and they deteriorate faster 
in drydock than on the seas, 
A 
reasonably low estimate is $6,- 
000,000 
a 
year; 
interest 
and 
mortgage indebtedness will cost 
another 
three 
or four million; 
meanwhile the shipbuilding pro­ 
gram already projected will hard­ 
ly find investors and will bo halt­ 
ed. 
And when the war is over, 
the American merchant marine 
will be at a tremendous disad­ 
vantage, for its trade routes will 
have 
been 
pre-empted 
and its 
good will lost. A lost customer Is 
a lost 
customer—and 
hereafter 
will be a skentical customer.

The merchant marine was not 
built, however, wholly for com­ 
mercial reasons. It is a subsidiary 
arm of our <i«‘ftMi8<^ and a most 
important one. 
Its object is to 
make us 
t>f foreign 


bottoms In cas(* wo aro engaged in 
war and to (Mioble us under all 
circumstances to obtain vital and 
strategic raw materials not to be 
had in this country in sufficient 
quantity, 
such 
as 
tin, rubber, 
manganese, (hromium and alumi­ 
num. 


To put a large part of it wholly 
otit of commission for an indefl- 
nlto length of time and over an 
unpredictable portion of tho high 
seas certainly is no strengthening 
of our potential defenses. 


Actually, 4,'{ per cent of our to­ 
tal tradt' in with Europe; 4 7 per 
cent of our siiips can no longer 
operate on present trade routes, 
under the current definition of 
combat areas. And these combat 
areas are likely to expand rather 
than contract as the war goes on. 


Meanwhile the Maritime Com* 
mission has 115 new vessels under 
order, in which the government 
and 
ship 
owners are investing 
$300,000,000. What is to bo done 
about these now vessels? Will tho

halted,

thousands of people thrown out of 
work?

and ther^ lies the weakness of 
the whole legislation.

South and Central American neu­ 
trals are not taking their ships 
off the seas, and whether their 
flags are on our vessels or their 
own makes, one would think, lit­ 
tle difference in tho long run. 


The whole object of the leglsla 
tion is to keep the United States 
I out of war. 


Ono would think, therefore, 
that tho only question Is whether 
tho serious economic effect of put­ 
ting the vessels out of commission 
Is less likely eventually to Involve 
us than is a roundabout attempt 
to keep our trade aa near normal 
as possible.

Had the Congress desired to 
prevent the transfer of registry of 
American ships to other flags, it 
could have prohibited such tran s­ 
fer in the neutrality act itself, for 
such transfer was certainly con­ 
sidered a.s one way of avoiding the 
worst economic results of the leg­ 
islation.

The lack of merchant ships then 
caused enormous losses to Ameri­ 
can business. 
Great Britain com­ 
mandeered 1,500 of her m erchant­ 
men for war purposes, and Ger­

ships, 
then, as now, were 
withdrawn from service, leaving 
the United States with inadequate 
means for shipping our products 
to foreign markets and getting es­ 
sential Imports from those m ar­ 
kets.

strategic raw materials not to be 
had in this country in sufficient 
quantity, 
such 
as 
tin, rubber, 
manganese, chromium and alum i­ 
num. 
To put a large part of it wholly 
out of commission for an indefi­ 
nite length of time and over an 
unpredictable portion of the high 
seas certainly is no strengthening 
of our potential defenses.

In a most interesting and 
en­ 
lightening discussion of state fin­ 
ancial problems. Senator 
Georgo 
B. McCallum, of Ann Arbor, form­ 
er Schoolcraft county resident, ad­ 
dressed a joint meeting the the 
Manistique Rotary 
and 
Lions 
clubs Monday noon at the Amer­ 
ican Legion Cottage, 


Senator 
McCallum, 
who 
Is 
chairman of the senate tax com­ 
mittee and one of the most able 
tax experts in Michigan, declared 
that all the desired services 
of 
government can 
be 
adequately 
financed without any new taxes if 
the problem is attacked efficiently 
and sensibly. 


In opening his address. Senator 
McCallum produced a map of the 
United States showing that all the 
income earned by every Individual 
and corporation west of the Mis­ 
sissippi river, excluding the state 
of Louisiana, is absorbed in pay­ 
ing the tax bill of 
the 
federal, 
state and municipal governments 
of the United States. 


A Vital Problem 


“That tax bill for one year 
Is 
118,000.000,000 and the total In­ 
come from all 
sources 
In 
this 
country is less than $68,000,000,- 
000 annually,” the 
speaker 
de­ 
clared. “That means that of every 
dollar earned from all sources in 
this country today, more than 25 
per cent is ab.sorbed by 
govern­ 
ments. Certainly this is a prob­ 
lem that must Interest every one 
of you.’’ 


Senator McCallum declared that 
the State of California, 
with 
a 
population only one-seventh larg­ 
er than the State 
of 
Michigan, 
collects 
$81,000,000 
annually 
from a sales tax law similar 
to 
Michigan’s law while this 
state 
collects 
only 
$52,000,000, 
al­ 
though California makes no 
as­ 
sessment upon foodstuffs and all 
foods are taxable in Michigan. 


The answer is simple enough,” 
he said. “California has 190,000 
firms paying the sales 
tax 
and 
Michigan has only 90,000. A total 
of 80 per cent of the 
»ales 
tax 
force in California are 
auditors. 
Michigan has only 
a 
relatively 
small percentage of auditors 
in 
the sales tax division and most of 
the others on the staff are merely 
political job holders. There 
are 
too many tax chiselers 
in 
the 
state. I claim It is dishonest and 
unfair to the firm honestly paying 
iti tax load.” 


The tax expert 
declared 
that 
the new system of collecting sales 
tax upon automobile salei by thei 
branch manager of the 
secretary 
of state at tho time that automo­ 
bile plates are purchased has re­ 
sulted In an Increase of approx­ 
imately $4.000,000 annually. The 
speaker asserted that 
this 
fact 
clearly reveals that many automo­ 
bile dealers In the 
past 
turned 
over to the state only a part of 
the sales taxes they collected from 
their customers. 


Inefficient System 


Sen. McCallum suggested 
that 
the state set up a department of 
revenue, headed by 
some 
man 
who 
would 
be appointed for a 
period of ten years and would be 
in direct charge of 
all 
of 
the 
auditing and tax collections 
and 
disbursements of the state. 


“ Do you know that there are 
11 major collection agencies and 
66 minor collection 
agencies 
of 
the State of Michigan now, each 
one operating entirely Independ­ 
ently of the other, and that there 
are four distinct auditing groups, 
also operating Independently 
of 
each other? Do you know that It 
now takes the State of Michigan 
at least 90 days 
to 
accurately 
learn the exact status of Its finan­ 
cial condition?” the speaker ask­ 
ed. 


He explained that the State of 
New York, which has a 
Depart­ 
ment of Revenue, has one of the 
most efficient 
systems. 
Each 
morning at 10 o'clock, the speak­ 
er declared, the director of 
the 
department places upon the deck 
of the governor a financial bal­ 
ance table, showing the exact fin­ 
ancial condition of the state 
at 
four o’clock on the afternoon 
of 
the previous day. 


Sen. McCallum 
declared 
that 
the present system is so ineffici­ 
ent that that state does not even 
know how many automobiles 
it 
owns, “but you can’t find a single 
one in Lansing on a weekend.” 
The speaker declared that 
he 
introduced a bill in the legislature 
to set up a department of revenue, 
but that the bill received only 12 
votes because prominent state of­ 
ficials spent all of their time lob- 
lying against it. 
Thë bill would 
wipe out much of the patronage 
now 
enjoyed 
by governmental 
beads, be explained. 


McCallum. a 
Republican, de­ 
clared. “I sm happy to say to you 
people that your senator. James 
Dotscb. of Garden, a Democrat, 
voted for the bill and called it one 
of the most Important pieces 
of 
legislation ever introduced. Eight 
of the It votes cast for the bill 
were Democratic votes because of 
tbe support given 
by 
Senator 
Dotscb. tbe Democratic leader in 
tbe senate.'* 


In conclusion, 
Senator McCal­ 
lum explained tbe state’s Intangi­ 
ble tax law, wblcb. ba admitted, is 
far from perfect but la a start in 
tbe rigbt direction. He declared 
tbat tbe bill, wblcb ba presented 
In tbe legislature, was amended 
many times and stripped of much 
of Its best features, As a result, 
ba laldt tba bill still permits many

In a most interesting and 
en­ 
lightening discussion of state fin­ 
ancial problems, Senator 
George 
B. McCallum. of Ann Arbor, form­ 
er Schoolcraft county resident, ad­ 
dressed a joint meeting 
the 
the 
Manistique Rotary 
and 
Lions 
clubs Monday noon at the Amer­ 
ican Legion Cottage. 
Senator 
McCallum, 
who 
is 
chairman of the senate tax com­ 
mittee and one of the most able 
tax experts in Michigan, declared 
th at all the desired services 
of 
government can 
be 
adequately 
financed without any new taxes if 
the problem is attacked efficiently 
and sensibly. 
In opening his address, Senator 
McCallum produced a map of the 
United States showing that all the 
income earned by every individual 
and corporation west of the Mis­ 
sissippi river, excluding the state 
of Louisiana, is absorbed in pay­ 
ing the tax bill of 
the 
federal, 
state and municipal governments 
of the United States. 
A Vital Problem 
“ That tax bill for one year 
Is 
$18,000,000,000 and the total in­ 
come from all 
sources 
in 
this 
country is less than $68,000,000,- 
000 annually,” the 
speaker 
de­ 
clared. “That means that of every 
dollar earned from all sources in 
this country today, more than 25 
per cent is absorbed by 
govern­ 
ments. Certainly this is a prob­ 
lem th at must interest every one 
of you.” 
Senator McCallum declared that 
the State of California, 
with 
a 
population only one-seventh larg­ 
er than the State 
of 
Michigan, 
collects 
$81,000,000 
annually 
from a sales tax law similar 
to 
Michigan’s law while this 
state 
collects 
only 
$52,000,000, 
al­ 
though California makes no 
as­ 
sessment upon foodstuffs and all 
foods are taxable In Michigan. 
“ The answer is simple enough,” 
he said. “ California has 190,000 
firms paying the sales 
tax 
and 
Michigan has only 90,000. A total 
of 80 per cent of the 
sales 
tax 
force in California are 
auditors. 
Michigan has only 
a 
relatively 
small percentage of 
auditors 
in 
the sales tax division and most of 
the others on the staff are merely 
political job holders. There 
are 
too m any tax chiselers 
in 
the 
state. I claim it is dishonest and 
unfair to the firm honestly paying 
its tax load.” 
The tax expert 
declared 
that 
the new system of collecting sales ( 
tax upon automobile sales by the 
branch m anager of the 
secretary 
of state at the time th at autom o­ 
bile plates are purchased has re­ 
sulted in an increase of approx­ 
imately $4,000,000 annually. The 
speaker asserted that 
this 
fact 
clearly reveals that many autom o­ 
bile dealers in the 
past 
turned 
over to the state only a part of 
the sales taxes they collected from 
their customers. 
Inefficient System 
Sen. McCallum suggested 
that 
the state set up a departm ent 
of 
revenue, headed by 
some 
man 
who 
would 
be appointed for a 
period of ten years and would be 
in direct charge of 
all 
of 
the 
auditing and tax collections 
and 
disbursements of the state. 
“ Do you know that there are 
I t m ajor collection agencies and 
56 minor collection 
agencies 
of 
the State of Michigan now, 
each 
one operating entirely independ­ 
ently of the other, and th a t there 
are four distinct auditing groups, 
also operating independently 
of 
each other? Do you know th a t it 
now takes the State of Michigan 
at least 90 days 
to 
accurately 
learn the exact status of Its finan­ 
cial condition?” the speaker ask­ 
ed. 
He explained that the State of 
New York, which has a 
Depart­ 
ment of Revenue, has one of the 
most efficient 
systems. 
Each 
morning at IO o’clock, the speak­ 
er declared, the director of 
the 
departm ent places upon the deck 
of the governor a financial bal­ 
ance table, showing the exact fin­ 
ancial condition of the state 
at 
four o’clock on the afternoon 
of 
the previous day. 
Sen. McCallum 
declared 
that 
the present system is so Ineffici­ 
ent th a t th a t state does not even 
know how many automobiles 
it 
owns, “but you can’t find a single 
one in Lansing on a weekend.” 
The speaker declared that 
he 
introduced a bill in the legislature 
to set up a department of revenue, 
but that the bill received only 12 
votes because prominent state of­ 
ficials spent all of their tim e lob- 
lying against it. 
The bill would 
wipe out much of the patronage 
now 
enjoyed 
by governmental 
heads, he explained. 
McCallum, a 
Republican, 
de­ 
clared, “I am happy to say to you 
people that your senator, James 
Dotsch, of Garden, 
a 
Democrat, 
voted for the bill and called it one 
of the most important pieces 
of 
legislation ever Introduced. Eight 
of the 12 votes cast for the 
bill 
were Democratic votes because of 
the support given 
by 
Senator 
Dotsch, the Democratic leader in 
the senate." 
In conclusion, 
Senator McCal­ 
lum explained the state’s intangi­ 
ble tax law, which, he admitted, is 
far from perfect but is a start in 
the right direction. He declared 
that the bill, which he presented 
in the legislature, was amended 
many times and stripped of much 
of its best features. As a result, 
he said, the bill still permits many

Seven State R e f u g e s 
To Open This 
Season 


Lansing— Zero 
hour 
today 
finds hunters deployed over most 
of tho 34,500 
equnre 
miles 
of 
Michigan deer territory, greatest 
invasion by a red-coat army in the 
s=tate’s history. 


Early Indications are that 170,- 
000-odd hunters are in tho north 
woods or will move into the deer 
country before tho 
season 
ends 
November 30. 


Reports from conservation offi- 
cors indicate that deer aro fairly 
plontfftil in most of 
tho 
major 
deer areas and in pood condition. 
H untlnp prospects are considered 
excellent. 


Seven state pame refuges that 
have been closed to deer hunting 
for from six to lii years are ex­ 
pected to prove attractive to many 
hunters. 


To protect n herd of semi-tame 
deer in the Ogemaw refuge, 2,000 
acres near the refugo 
headquar- 
ler.s have been kept 
closed 
and 
have been well posted 
to 
warn 
hunter.« using the remainder of 
the 6.4."2 îicros against Invading 
the area i-esorvod. 
Tho Ogemaw 
refuge was established in 1926. 


The six othor refuges thrown 
open to deor hunting by action of 
Die conservation conuulssion last 
July are: Alppua. Alpena county, 
acres, 
closed seven years; 
Cusino. Schoolcraft, county, 5,220 
.'»••IP.«!, closed seven years; I^unden, 
.Montmorency county, 2,688 acres, 
closed 13 
years; 
Plgoon 
river. 
Cheboygan county, 11,193 acres, 
rhxspd 10 years; 
Molasses river, 
CJladwin county, 4,715 acres, clos­ 
ed six years; and Midland, Mid­ 
land county, 2.457 acres, closcd 
19 years. 


Refugeg have been opened to 
hunting because tho deer herds In 
th© vicinity have been nufficiently 
large to withstand hunting pres­ 
sure without 
endangering 
the 
breeding stock. In practically all 
of these refuges, also, tho deer 
have increaiod beyond the deer 
food supply available In these re­ 
gions in winter. Gamo refuges are 
normally of a temporary 
nature, 
established to protect and devel­ 
op a gamo supply for hunting. 


Early reports on bear forecast 
a favorable 
season. 
Some 
600 
bears were taken last yoar while 
iho 1938 legal buck kill totaled 
almost 45,000. 


Duck hunting was fair to good 
over most of 
Michigan'h 
duck 
«feeding grounds as tho 4 5-day 
waterfowl season, which saw the 
ducks moro 
abundant 
than 
In 
years, 
closed 
November 
14. 
Though 
ducks 
wf*ro 
plentiful, 
weather 
contlltlons 
during 
the 
season often favored the birds at 
the expense of the hunter, per­ 
mitting them to stay 
quiet 
far 
from shore, out of

range. 
Cïeeso appeared

considerable 
numbers shortly before the season 
ended.

Politicians Viewing Jeffries As Gubernatorial

Lansing— Capitol politlcans are 
»peculating as to what influence 
the Detroit election may have on 
the state and national elections 
next year. 


Few statehouse politicians even 
tilted their eyebrows over the out­ 
come of the race between Mayor 
Richard W. Reading, a Republi­ 
can, and Edward 
J. 
Jeffries, a 
member of the city council who 
took the Incumbent in stride. 


Reading two years 
ago 
sank 
Patrick JÍ. O'llrlen, the CIO can­ 
didate, but soon after the former 
city clerk took over affairs of the 
city things began to happen. A 
new automobile for the mayor’s 
office, attachm ent of several mem­ 
bers of the Reading family to the 
city pay roll, just to mention two 
criticisms, turned 
public 
favor 
against him. 
I.^ibor, particularly 
the CIO. did not like Reading’s 
police commissioner nnd that bo- 
came an Issue. 


Reading was unable to plaster 
Jeffries with the CIO label, a po­ 
litical move which was so success­ 
ful against O’Rrien, particularly 
when O'Rrlen sounded off with: 


"Labor must seize tho reins of 
government.” 
S o w 3I«y<ir Kerp« 
IIis rollflcs Sei'M't. 


Some in Lanstug are thinking 
about Jeffries as a gubernatorial 
candidate. Elected mayor for two 
years, there Is nothing to prevent 
him from resigning to enter a par­ 
tisan primary. 


No one seems to know the new 
mayor’s politics. Ho has remained 
aloof from any 
partisan 
move­ 
ment. Because his father, the late 
Judge Edward J. Jeffries, was a 
candidate for 
the 
gubernatorial 
primaries, some are Inclined to be­ 
lieve the son has GOP leanings. 
If he has, ho has kept them to 
himself. 


Many lier«' 
expect 
a 
radical 
shakeup In Detroit municipal af­ 
fairs after Jeffries 
takes 
office 
Jan. 2. The police department cer­ 
tainly will be under new manage­ 
ment. Other key positions will be 
filled by the mayor’s friends. 


Because of the apparent strong 
labor support, 
Jeffries’ 
dealings 
with the unions in the event of 
strikes will bo watched with keen 
Interest. 
lie

reported to be

Tho Republicans are very happy 
over tho electb)n of John F. Ham­ 
ilton as a council member, for It 
Is tinderstood hero h«* Intends to 
resign his seat In the house of rep- 
sentatlves offt'Ctlve Dec. 31. 


Hamilton, a 
member 
of 
the 
Democratic minority, was a thorn 
in the side of tho Republican ma­ 
jority In tho last session. Ho was 
chief needier. John always could 
be depended upon 
to 
think 
up 
something to annoy the OOP. 


The Michigan house of repre­ 
sentatives. usually sloppy In doing 
Its legislative business, becomes a 
big target for tho opposition when 
the opposition Mants 
to 
heckle, 
and Hamilton loves to heckle. 


Hamilton, a memb-. r of the old 
Comstock Wayne county wing of 
the Democratic party, will be the 
second Detr(»lt member to resign 
If he Roes throuKh with his plans. 
Recently Representative Jciseph C. 
Murphy ended 
bis 
membersltlp 
when appointed a deputy 1 nlted 
States district attorney In Detroit. 
He was (lov. Frank Murphy s floor 
leader in the 1937 session. 


The politicians also ar*- Inter­ 
ested In the Ohio and California 
elections which rejectetl th»* screw 
ball pension plans. Of course no 
one believes the l.'isues ar»> dead, 
oven thouKh the two states put 
them in the mothproof closets for 
at least another year. 


For the last six years the Mich­ 
igan legislature has been unable 
to solve its social 
security 
pro­ 
gram. One of these days somebody 
will pop up with a ham-and-eg«8 
proposal for this commonwealth. 


At present there are two groups 
trying to 
take 
charge 
of 
the 
Townsend plan in th« state. This 
controversy eventually may go In­ 
to the courts for a determination. 
The stato under present revenue 
laws Is unable to provide more 
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liberal benefits for the needy. 
Attempt May Ik? Made 
To KAriimrk Fiiiids. 


Tht) same Is true of school fin­ 
ancing, which is getting Its usual 
share of attention. Just recently 
the public school lobby headed by 
A. J. Phillips, secretary 
of 
the 
Michigan Educational association, 
complained about the fnstallinent 
payments of school aid. 


Last May when tho lobby pres- 
iiured tho legislature Into passing 
tho $2,5 00,000 supplemental ap­ 
propriation bill, the lobby and the 
legislature knew the money was 
not available. Rut the bill went 
through and 
the 
first 
prlnmry 
school money that becatne avail­ 
able was used to meet the 1938- 
1939 appropriation. 


The legislature, the school lob­ 
by and anyone else who knows 
anything about 
state 
financing 
was not fooled by the methods 
used to meet the legislative obli­ 
gations. Rut of course that does 
not prevent Phillips or the rest of 
tho pressure groups from squawk­ 
ing. Some see in the complaint the 
beginning of a campaign to ear­ 
mark by 
constitutional 
amend­ 
ment a definite aniount of gener­ 
al purpose revenues so the schools 
will get theirs regardless of what 
happens to the mental hospitals 
or any other state seivlce. 
The 
road builders and allied groups, 
through a con.stitutlonal amend­ 
ment, 
earmarked 
automobile 
weight and 
gasoline 
taxes 
for 
road purposes 
excluslvtdy. 
The 
school people. In seeking a solu­ 
tion to tholr flminclng problem, 
may try the same thing with the 
sales tax revenues.

They were captured with­ 
out the loss of a life. 


Tho GOP boys have been after 
Coon since Jan. 1. When the pri­ 
son break took place It looked as 
If they had him. Read recommend­ 
ed his discharge. 


It seems Coon made some up­ 
per peninsula campaign speeches 
a year ago for Frank Murphy. He 
was on his way »>ut when the 
Fit/.gerald 
atlmlnlstratlon 
took 
charge but the governor’s death 
Intervened lu Coon’s behalf. 


As might 1)0 suspected, Coon Is 
a Dentocrat and Jackson Is a Re­ 
publican. 


A Lansing newspaper nmn who 
was at the prison a few minutes 
after the gtiard was shot has come 
to.the conclusion the prison really 
needs an official host.

Bradley, both of whom have en- 
thusiastically endorsed the plan 
and report considerable interest 
in it among heads of the American 
War College. 


Chief point stressed by Mayor 


Olsen as to the merit of his pro- 
posal was the fact that one lone 
anti-aircraft machine gun, at the 
Soo locks is now the sole protec- 
tion of the water route by which 
85 per cent of the nation's iron 
reaches the steel mills. 


Chief Ore Route 


"In 1937," Mayor Olsen told 


Secretary Johnson, "61.7 million 
of the 72 millions tons of iron ore 
produced in the 
United 
States 


came from the Lake Superior dis- 
trict, comprising- the upper pen- 
insula of Michigan, Northern Wis- 
consin and Minnesota. 


"The ore from this district," 


the mayor continued, 
"goes to 


market by way of the Great Lakes 
with the principal route from Dul- 
uth-Superior, via the locks at 
Sault Ste. Marie. At the present 
time, 1 am informed, one lone 
anti-aircraft gun at the Soo pro- 
tects this water route. Wrecking 
of the Soo Canal would bottle up 
our whole fleet of ore carriers in 
Lake Superior and would 
neces- 


sitate bringing the ore by rail to 
Escanaba, the only other like port 
with ore docks 
of 
any 
conse- 


quence. But this would set up an- 
other hazard, in 
that 
passage 


from Escanaba to steel 
centers, 


except those in the Chicago area, 
must go by -way of the 
narrow 


Straits of Mackinac." 


Offer Inducements 


Mayor Olsen said that should 


the War Department be favorably 
impressed with the merit of his

Thordarson Builds Miniature 


Iceland Out of Rock Island 


Baileys Harbor, Wis.—Almost 


daily news items mention the lit- 
tle island country, Iceland, as a 
refueling station for ships of war, 
or a route taken by vessels to 
escape this or that country's sub- 
marines, but few people realize 
that here in Wisconsin there is a 
small transplanted Iceland. Rock 
Island, off the tip of the Door 
county peninsula, has been turned 
into a reproduction, in a small 
way, of the homeland of the own- 
er. C. D. Thordarson, Chicago in- 
dustrialist. 


It 
seems fitting that Rock 


Island should be chosen for this 
purpose, for 
it was 
on nearby 


Washington Island that the first 
colony of people from that far 
northern island settled in Ameri- 
ca. It was in 1S72 that a group 
of 15 Icelanders left Eyrarbakki, 
Iceland, to come to America. A 
site had been picked for them by 
a friend, and among that group 
were such names as Gudmunds- 
•son, Eicarsson, Gislason and Han- 
nesson, names that are common 
on Washington Island today, for 
there are nearly 300 descendants 
of the original group living there 
now. 


Founded Electrical Company 
The owner of Rock Island, Mr. 


Thordarson, was not in that orig- 
inal group, but he did come to 
America the following year with 
his parents. 
Growing to 
man- 


hood, his talents took an inven- 
tive turn, and in 1895 he founded 
his own electrical company in Chi- 
cago to manufacture his own in- 
ventions. 
With the years came 


prosperity. 
It was then that he 


cast around -for a spot to build a 
summer home, but not just a cot- 
tage to spen'd the hot months in. 
He wanted a place that he could 
turn into something resembling 
his native Iceland. He purchased 
Rock Island. 


At the time the only person liv- 


ing on the island was the light- 
house keeper, it 
having passed 


from its former glory as a thriv- 
ing community, the first in what 
is now Door county. 
For as far 


back as 1835 a group of hardy 
pioneers established homes there 
to take advantage of the excellent 
fishing around the island. 


The island fitted into what 


Thordarson had in mind, for even 
though it had no safe harbor (that 
being the biggest reason for its 
decline as a community), it did 
have the towering limestone bluffs 
on the west and north, sloping 
gently to a beach on the south 
and east, resembling Iceland on a 
small scale. And it was not too 
big for his purpose, being only 
about a mile square. 


Built Huge Bonthouse 


The fact that there was no har- 


bor was easily remedied, for 
Thordarson 
had 
constructed 
a 


botthouse thsft would care for 
two 70-foot boats at once. 
The 


boathouse was not just an anchor- 
age, but 
an 
enclosed building 


where the boats can go right into 
the house. This is believed to be 
the largest boathouse on the 
Great Lakes. 
The foundations 


were laid in a stone ledge, in 12 
feet of water. The ceiling of the 
house is 20 feet high, allowing 
ample clearage for most boats. 


While the boathouse wag being 


constructed, a home in the true 
Nordic style was also being built, 
with the living room one of the 
most unusual in America. At one 
end . of this spacious room was 
built what is claimed to be the 
world's 
largest 
fireplace. 
Of 


heavy steel structure, faced with 
stone, It burns logs eight 
feet 


long, and is seven feet high. The 
fireplace and chimney serve all 
purposes, 10 in all at the home, 
and it never smoked. 


Other buildings were construct- 


ed for various purposes, and the 
entire island has been landscaped 
to resemble 
Iceland, with the 


whole of the land being stone- 
terraced toward the shore. 
But 


none of It has the appearance of 
being handmade, for rough stones 
were used in such a manner that 
the whole presents 
a scene of 


rugged natural beauty. 
Thordar- 


son has added to that beauty by 
planting hundreds of flowers tbat 
are native to Iceland. 


Same Scheme Inside 


Inside the building, the same 


Iceland scheme has been carried 
out. with much of the furnishings 
being handcarved Nordic, furni- 
ture, besides the valuable Nordic 
tapestries that hang in the large 
hall and living room. 


Thordarson was recently pre- 


sented with the Cross of Icelandic 
Falcon Order, by King Christian 
of Denmark. The cross was given 
him for outstanding achievement 
of the world. In liis case it was 
for having perfected the. trans- 
former, and benefiting science by 
collecting 16th and 17th century 
books and manuscripts on scien- 
tific subjects. 


His home on Rock Island, built 


as a summer residence, is being 
used more and more by the owner, 
as he spends a large share of his 
time there now, and intends to 
spend even more time there in the 
future, at what is in reality a lit- 
tle chunk of far northern Iceland.

should think, that in failing to 
prohibit transfer, in the law it- 
self, 
Congress was consciously 


leaving a way open whereby our 
chips could be kept on the seas 
without exposing the American 
flag or risking American lives. 


The fact that we have a mer- 


chant marine at all is the first 
witness to the serious effects of 
the act, for it was the enormous 
losses and expenditures occasion- 
ed by our lack of ships during the 
World War and during the time 
we were neutral that convinced 
the American people that a mer- 
chant marine was a necessity. 


The lack of merchant ships then 


caused enormous losses to Ameri- 
can business. Great Britain com- 
mandeered 1,500 of her merchant- 
men tor war purposes, and Ger- 
man ships, then, as now, were 
withdrawn, from service, leaving 
the United States with inadequate 
;ne?.ns for shipping our products 
to foreign markets and getting es- 
sential imports from those mar- 
kets.

Only this time we are 
there by an act of Congress, after 
we have spent hundreds of mil- 
lions to avoid just this situation. 


As a matter of fact, we are in 


a worse 
position, 
because the 


ships, being built, must be main- 
tained, and they deteriorate faster 
in drydock than on the seas. A 
reasonably low estimate is $6,- 
000.000 
a year; interest 
and 


mortgage indebtedness will cost 
another 
three 
or four million; 


meanwhile the shipbuilding pro- 
gram already projected will hard- 
ly find Investors and will be halt- 
ed. 
And when the war is over, 


the American merchant marine 
will be at a tremendous disad- 
vantage, for its trade routes will 
have been pre-empted 
and its 


good will lost. A lost customer is 
a lost 
customer—and hereafter 


will be a skeptical customer.

The merchant marine was not 


built, however, wholly for com- 
mercial reasons. It is a subsidiary 
arm of our defense, and a most 
important one. Its object is to 
make us independent of foreign 
bottoms in case we are engaged in 
war and to enable us under all 
circumstances to obtain vital and 
strategic raw materials not to be 
had in this country in sufficient 
quantity, 
such 
as tin, rubber, 


manganese, chromium and alumi- 
num. 


To put a large part of it wholly 


out of commission for an indefi- 
nite length of time and over an 
unpredictable portion of the high 
seas certainly is no strengthening 
of our potential defenses. 


Actually, 43 per cent of our to- 


tal trade is with Europe; 47 per

South and Central American neu- 
trals are not taking their ships 
off the seas, and whether their 
flags are on our vessels or their 
own makes, one would think, lit- 
tle differeuce in the long run. 


The whole object of the legisla- 


tion is to keep the United States 
out of war. 


One would think, therefore, 


that the only question is whether 
the serious economic effect of put- 
ting the vessels out of commission 
is less likely eventually to involve 
us than is a roundabout attempt 
to keep our trade as near normal 
as possible. 


This colmun believes that the 


steadier we can keep our econom- 
ic equilibrium the less likely we 
are to go to war. But, it must be 
added, this column regrets that 
we so blithely abandoned the 
whole concept of the Freedom of 
the Seas in the legislation.
